Fights, underage patrons, binge 
drinking — Halifax bars have seen 
it all. 

Now bar owners are taking 
greater responsibility with a patron- 
suspension program called Patron 
Accountability Safety and Service 
(PASS). 

Starting Nov. 1, when customers 
step out of line, are too young to 
drink or tiy to pawn off a fake ID, 
they will be added to a database 
managed by the Restaurant Asso¬ 
ciation of Nova Scotia. 

A list of wrongdoers will circu¬ 
late to all the participating bars, so 
that if someone is barred from one 
bar, he’ll be banned from them all. 

“The bar owners had to do some¬ 
thing to show we see the problem 
too,” said Gordon Stewart, RANS 
executive director. “We see it from 
our angle and we’re interested in 
accepting our responsibilities. 

“We just want people to know if 
they break those rules, there will be 
consequences.” 

Stewart said police will be pro¬ 
vided with copies of all the incident 
reports, but Halifax Regional Police 
Supt. Don Spicer said they won’t 
be peeking into the database, 
because of privacy concerns. 


Need to know 


► In the first six months of 2011 , 
1,500 people were locked up in 
HRM for public intoxication, mak¬ 
ing up roughly half the popula¬ 
tion of people in police cells. 

► Already in place in Amherst and 
Vancouver, PASS will be a pilot 
project in Halifax. 

► PASS suspensions can be handed 
out to patrons for incidents out¬ 
side the bar as well. 

► In six months, it will be expanded 
to the rest of the province if it's 
proven successful. 

► It will cost RANS $3,000 to $4,000 
a year to run the program, which 
is open to non-members. 

Spicer said he’s “veiy support¬ 
ive” of the program. 

“Ninety-five per cent of the peo¬ 
ple who go out and go to bars are 
there to have some fun and they’re 
not looking for trouble. It’s that five 
per cent that ruin it for everyone 
else,” he said. 

“We’re hoping that people will 
think twice before they choose to 
act up when they’re in the bar.”

The province has tapped a 
former defence and Crown 
attorney to head a new in¬ 
dependent unit that will in¬ 
vestigate allegations of 
police misconduct. 

Justice Minister Ross 
Landiy revealed yesterday 
Ron MacDonald will head 
the Serious Incident Re¬ 
sponse Team (SIRT) for five 
years. 

The unit will be called on 
to investigate incidents of 
serious bodily harm, sexual 
assault, death or “other 


public-interest concerns” in¬ 
volving police, according to 
the Department of Justice. 

Police officers from other 
jurisdictions in the province 
have been called upon to in¬ 
vestigate on their own dur¬ 
ing such incidents. 

Police chiefs, the head of 
the RCMP in Nova Scotia, or 
the minister of justice can 
launch an investigation. 
MacDonald can also launch 
investigations independent- 

iy- 

At the conclusion of in¬ 
vestigations, MacDonald is 
required to deliver a report 
to the justice minister, as 
well as releasing a report

“The creation of SIRT 
marks a new chapter in the 
Nova Scotia justice system, 
and brings a level of front¬ 
line accountability that No¬ 


va Scotians have asked for,” 
MacDonald said. 

MacDonald will spend 
the next several months as¬ 
sembling a team of two 
civilian investigators. The 
$800,000-per-year unit can 
also second police officers if 
their workload is too heavy. 
The unit is expected to be 
operational early next year. 

Landiy maintained there 
was no issue or incident 
that led to the creation of 
this unit, first revealed in 
March 2010. But he said 
that police have told him 
that the old way of police in¬ 
vestigating other officers 
wasn’t working.

Fortunately, she was 
able to flag down another 
taxi and was driven to 
meet a friend. 

The vehicle is only de¬ 
scribed as a green mini- 
van. 

“It’s a very unfortunate 
incident, given the fact 
the vast majority of taxi 
drivers take a lot of pride 
in what they do,” said po¬ 
lice spokesman Const. Bri¬ 
an Palmeter. 

“But like in any indus¬ 
try, there are always peo¬ 
ple who don’t always live 
up to their responsibili¬ 
ties.”

Premier Darrell 
Dexter, along with 
representatives from 
Suzlon and Sprott, 
signed one of the 48.5 
metre turbine blades 
before it departed for 
Amherst. 

The Amherst wind farm 
will be the first in North 
America to use Suzlon’s 
new S97 model turbines, 
and is expected to have a 


generating capacity of 31.5 
megawatts. 

Dexter touted the 
province’s progress to¬ 
ward renewable energy 
goals (25 per cent by 2015, 
40 per cent by 2020), as 
well as the government’s 
efforts to create jobs in ru¬ 
ral Nova Scotia. 

“Over the past six years, 
the price of coal has risen 
75 per cent,” Dexter said 
in a statement. “The gov¬ 
ernment has established 
aggressive targets to help 
reduce the province’s de¬ 
pendence on fossil fuels.”

Halifax 
needs to do 
more to get 
financiers 
in the door 

A draft report on the 
financial-services sector 
in Nova Scotia reveals 
Halifax has a way to go to 
become the “Bermuda of 
the North.” 

The report, prepared 
for Nova Scotia Business 
Inc. by KPMG, gives Hali¬ 
fax top marks for low op¬ 


erating costs and a small 
but hardworking labour 
pool. The city’s geo¬ 
graphy helps, as well — 
located between London 
and New York, KPMG 
notes Halifax’s time zone 
is unparalleled to service 
North America. 

But the report notes 
“major gaps” in both tax¬ 
ation and regulation that 
need to be overcome to 
attract hedge fund man¬ 
agers and finance profes¬ 
sionals. 

Those gaps include the 
highest corporate and 
personal income taxes of 
jurisdictions surveyed by 
KPMG, less rental space

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Manila inundated by deadly waves 


O Philippine capital cleans up after 
typhoon floods kill at least 18 
© Some areas remain flooded 


Emergency services and 
residents in the Philippine 
capital cleaned up and re¬ 
stored electricity Wednes¬ 
day, local time, after a 
powerful typhoon un¬ 
leashed floodwaters that 
killed at least 18 people 
and sent huge waves crash¬ 
ing over seawalls. 

Most deaths occurred in 
and around metropolitan 
Manila, which already was 
soaked by heavy monsoon 
rains ahead of the arrival 
of Typhoon Nesat, which 
brought more downpours 
and wind gusts of up to 150 
kilometres per hour. 

The typhoon blew out of 
the Philippines on Wednes¬ 
day packing winds of 120 
km/h and was expected to 
make landfall on China’s 
Hainan Island on Thursday 


Two-year mark

O Women hope active role in revolution will lead to 
equal rights © Trainees learn to use weapons 


Moammar Gadhafi fa¬ 
mously surrounded him¬ 
self with a personal coterie 
of female bodyguards dur¬ 
ing the decades he ruled 
Libya. But it was more a 
sign of his eccentricities 
than a real commitment to 
equality for women in this 
conservative Islamic socie¬ 
ty. 

Now the revolutionary 
forces that swept the long¬ 
time leader from power 
last month are offering 
military training to scores 
of women, some of them 
housewives, others high 
school teachers. On Sun¬ 
day at a military com¬ 
pound in the eastern city 
of Benghazi, dozens of 
women with machine- 
guns slung over their 


200 

At least 200 women 
have graduated from 
the program at Beng¬ 
hazi’s Technical 
Military Compound. 
They can then choose 
to join the National 
Security Force. 

shoulders listened atten¬ 
tively to instructions in 
shooting and martial arts. 
They are the latest group 
of trainees as Libya’s new 
leaders work to build a na¬ 
tional army. 

Women were at the 
forefront of the protests 
that launched the anti- 
Gadhafi uprising in Febru¬ 


ary, demanding democracy 
for the country and justice 
for loved ones who had 
been killed. Many women 
now hope the revolution 
will herald full equality. 

“We should be equal 
and we’re fighting for the 
same goal, so why should 
the men have to carry the 
burdens of this fight while 
we sit and watch?” said 
Amal al-Obeidi, 35, who 
teaches business manage¬ 
ment at a high school in 
Benghazi. 

“The least we can do is 
learn to protect ourselves 
so the men can focus on 
fighting Gadhafi on the 
front lines knowing that 
we have their back,” added 
al-Obeidi.

The head of Canada’s Moore said von Finclcen- 


telecommunications regu¬ 
lator is joining the list of 
agency bosses who’ve lost 
their jobs after butting 
heads with the Harper gov¬ 
ernment.

Canada’s housing market 
stands out globally for its 
strength, but economic 
uncertainty and weaker 
consumer confidence 
could deter new buyers, a 
Scotia Economics report 
says. 

It says Canada’s housing 
market is notable for its 
“resilience and longevity.” 

But even though Cana¬ 
dian real-estate prices 
were up five per cent year 


over year in the April to 
June period, they started 
to level out in July and Au¬ 
gust, Adrienne Warren, a 
Scotiabank senior econo¬ 
mist, said yesterday. 

“I think the other factor 
we’ve seen in the slowing 
and softening of prices just 
reflects the fact that the 
housing market itself has 
become fairly balanced be¬ 
tween the number of buy¬

Alone time important: 
Facebook co-founder 


One of the founders of 
Facebook says that even 
he needs a break from so¬ 
cial media from time to 
time. 

Chris Hughes told busi¬ 
ness leaders in Montreal 
yesterday that while he 
cherishes the power of 
Facebook and Twitter, they 
can’t replace old-fashioned 
human contact. 

“I want to continue to 
live in a world where peo¬ 
ple can sit through a meal 
without looking at a 
phone,” he said. “I want to 
have days when I only 
spend a little bit of time in 
front of a screen.” 

Hughes was among the 
small group of Harvard 
students who helped Mark

These two achieve¬ 
ments alone are likely to 
secure him a key spot in 
the modern history of the 
Internet, never mind an es¬ 
timated net worth of $700 
million. 

But Hughes also de¬ 
scribed the limits of social 
media, noting the inherent 
tension between connec¬ 
tivity and privacy.

But don't put the 
C-word in the title. 

“We’re not stupid. We 
know a title like I’m with 
Cancer is repellent to some 
people. I liked it, but some¬ 
thing you have to acknowl¬ 
edge being a filmmaker 
who wants people to see his 


movies is that what you like 
and what you know other 
people are going to like are 
two vastly different things 
at times. 

We thought it was stupid 
to go through great lengths 
to make a movie that was 
really accessible and enjoy¬ 
able and crowd-pleasing 
and then give it a title that 
would potentially alienate 
most of the people who 
wanted to go see it.” 

Find a new title — from 
wherever you can. 

“It’s hard to think of a f— 
ing title. We literally had a 


box on set that crew mem¬ 
bers put suggestions in. We 
offered, like, thousands of 
dollars if you could think of 
a title. And I don’t think 
50/50 was any of those ti¬ 
tles. 

I don’t know who came 
up with it ultimately. No 
one got the prize money. 
One guy on the crew put in 
like 50 names, and so I 
think we ended up giving 
him a couple hundred 
bucks. 50/50 is a fine title, 
you know, I get it. It’s a title 
that doesn’t repel you from 
the movie, which for a 
movie like this is huge.” 


Aim for as large an 
audience as possible. 

“I’ve got to be honest, I’m 
not the kind of guy that 
goes and sees little inde¬ 
pendent movies. It’s just 
not the types of movies I go 
see. I go see big commercial 
movies, generally speaking. 

I honestly don’t think a 
movie has to be built for a 
small audience in order to 
be creatively worthwhile. 

I think that you should 
be able to take an idea and 
make it in a way that every¬ 
one understands. To me, 
that’s what art is — taking 
a feeling and articulating it 


to people, you know?” 

As for the movie itself, 
keep it real. 

“We really knew that we 
couldn’t do a bulls— version 
of the movie. We knew ulti¬ 
mately we had to make it 
hard to criticize the overall 
feeling of the movie, which 
we wanted to be like an 
honest one, you know? 

There was a scene where 
we’re coffin shopping that 
Will wrote into the first 
draft, which was funny, but 
we were like, ‘We never go 
f—ing coffin shopping. 
That’s insane.’”

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Kayak in the not-so-desolate 

Desolation Sound 

O Majestic views of the coastal mountains await kayakers in Desolation Sound, B.C.

Desolation Sound Marine 
Park, on the Sunshine 
Coast 170 kilometres north 
of Vancouver, winds its way 
around the twisted shore¬ 
line. The park, established 
almost 40 years ago, is the 
largest marine park in B.C. 
and a popular destination 
for boaters and kayakers. 

From the water, the ma¬ 
jestic coastal mountains 
rise up abruptly from sea 
level to more than 2,400 
metres, high enough to 
provide a stunning snow¬ 
capped backdrop for pad- 
dlers and to help them stay 
cool on even the hottest of 
days. 

According to legend, it 
was Capt. George Vancou¬ 
ver who dubbed the area 
Desolation Sound after his 
first voyage here in 1792, 
struck as he was by the re¬ 
mote and forbidding land¬ 
scape. But the stunning 
beauty of the place — not 
to mention some rather sig¬ 
nificant improvements in 
access, gear and facilities — 
mean it’s anything but des¬ 
olate now. 

At times during the peak 
season, the biggest prob¬ 
lem kayakers and boaters 
might experience is finding 
a place to pitch a tent. 

After setting out from 
the small town of Lund, 
you can paddle to a provin¬ 
cial campsite on the 
Copeland Islands in Thulin 
Passage, a serene spot only 
about an hour’s lcayalc 
away.

I took a bit of a winding 
road to get to where I am 
today. As a university stu¬ 
dent, I had no idea what I 
wanted to be. 

In third year, I landed a 
summer internship with a 
Fortune 500 company in 
the consumer packaged 
goods industry.

Brad Ham, author of 
Ownership Thinking, sug¬ 
gests if workers behaved 
like they owned a piece of 
the company, their work 
style would change signifi¬ 
cantly, as would their level 
of job satisfaction. 

Ham points to what he 
calls entitlement thinking. 
“Entitlement has become

more pervasive in our cul¬ 
ture over the past few gen¬ 
erations. It not only 
damages our economy and 
organizational productivity, 
but, ironically, it destroys 
self esteem.” 

Ham suggests that the 
mentality of business own¬ 
ers is focused on the health 
and wealth of the business 
where as employees focus 
on themselves. 

While the owner is con¬ 
cerned about risk, competi¬ 
tion, their employees, costs 
and profits, the average em¬ 
ployee concerns themselves 


with their paycheck, bene¬ 
fits, job security and getting 
their own work done. Ac¬ 
cording to Ham, if compa¬ 
nies can learn how to get 
employees to think about 
themselves and the con¬ 
cerns of the business, the 
rewards will be abundant. 

“When employees are 
given the tools, informa¬ 
tion, and training to be¬ 
come more engaged in the 
business, the business will 
become more profitable — 
guaranteed.” 

Companies that don’t 
practice the idea of owner¬ 
ship thinking are missing 
out. The average amount of 
unrealized profit (we call 
this profit that is “falling 
through the cracks”) in 
small to medium sized 
companies, and across all 
industries, is approximately 
eight per cent.”

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Grant is itching for a fight 


O ‘I don’t foresee there being ring 
rust. I’m trained, I’m prepared,’

Suffice it to say, T.J. Grant 
is ready to get back at it. 

Almost 10 months re¬ 
moved from action will 
do that to a fighter. 

“Way too long, man,” 
the Cole Harbour mixed 
martial artist said. “I’m 
itching to get back in 
there big time. I’m ready 
to get out there and win.” 

The 27-year-old last 
stepped into the octagon 
on Dec. 11, 2010 at UFC

Grant has dropped 
from welterweight to 
lightweight and will face 
Shane Roller (10-4) at UFC 
Live 6 on Saturday night 
at the Verizon Centre in 
Washington.

that is where I belong,” he 
said of the move to light¬ 
weight.

He also said the fight is 
the first in a new four- 
fight deal he had previ¬ 
ously signed with UFC. 

“You don’t want to lose 
two fights in a row at 
UFC. Your job is on the 
line,” Grant said as he 
was preparing to leave 
Halifax yesterday. “That’s 
motivation. But just get¬ 
ting out there and win¬ 
ning is the biggest 
motivation.” 

Grant knows his oppo¬ 
nent on Saturday quite 
well. 

The two actually 
trained together recently 
prior to their finding out 
they would be squaring 
off. 

“I know he’s a tough, 
dangerous wrestler.

O After draw with Japan, rugby 
team eyes clash with New Zealand 


The challenges for Canada 
keep growing. Beating the 
All Blacks in New Zealand is 
one of the rarest achieve¬ 
ments in world rugby. Do¬ 
ing it on four days 
preparation, and coming 
off a 23-23 draw with lowly- 
ranlced Japan, is almost im¬ 
possible. 

Canada coach — and for¬ 
mer All Black — Kieran 
Crowley returned to New 
Zealand for the Rugby 
World Cup with the target 
of finishing third in Pool A. 
The Canadians have a win 
and a draw and are in third 
place now. But if Tonga up¬ 
sets two-time finalist France 
on Saturday, the Canadians 
will finish fourth unless 
they upset New Zealand on 
Sunday. 

Only South Africa, Aus¬ 
tralia, England — all World 
Cup champions — and 
France have beaten New 


107 

Across 107 years, the 
New Zealand All 
Blacks have lost just 
37 matches at home. 

Zealand at home since the 
turn of the centuiy. 

“The All Blacks are an ex¬ 
tremely difficult team and 
we have, I think, only two 
practices until we play 
them so it’s a bit of a short 
turnaround,” scrumhalf Ed 
Fairhurst told The Associat¬ 
ed Press after Canada over¬ 
came an eight-point deficit 
in the last five minutes to 
salvage a draw with Japan 
yesterday. “It would have 
been nice if we had a little 
bit longer to work on some 
stuff, but that’s just the na¬ 
ture of the draw.” 

Top-ranked New Zealand 


has averaged eight tries a 
game in the tournament — 
thrashing Tonga, disman¬ 
tling Japan and beating 
France heavily. 

Fairhurst realizes the dif¬ 
ficulty of Sunday’s assign¬ 
ment, but is still joking 


about what he will say in 
the dressing room. 

“I’m sure I’ll use a few 
cliches, like ‘they put their 
shorts on one leg at a time 
like everybody else,”* he 
said. 

Canada beat Tonga 25-20 


in its opener, then lost to 
France 46-19. The team that 
finishes third in each group 
earns automatic entry for

The powertrain lineup of the Coupe should be 
familiar to Mini fans. Base models are fitted 
with a 121-horsepower 1.6-litre four-cylinder 
engine, while the S features a 181-horse 
turbocharged 1.6. 

At the top of the scale is the John Cooper 
Works (JCW) edition that pumps out 208 horse¬ 
power from its turbo motor. The JCW also 
comes with an aero kit, Brembo-brand brakes, 
distinctive alloy wheels and a fancier interior. 


Not your average roof 

The Coupe’s signature design piece and easily the 
most controversial is its helmet-loolc roof that, for 
added emphasis, is painted in a contrasting colour. 

The shape appears somewhat jarring and for 
many viewers will likely remain so. However there’s 
no denying the lid is a truly audacious feature that 
will cause people to stare wherever the Coupe goes. 
Edgy shapes such as this odd-loolcing top take guts 
to put it into production and the sculptors (and 
their bosses) at Mini are clearly risk takers. 


Active spoiler 

In place of the squared-off liftgate on regular 
Minis, the Coupe features a large hatchback 
that opens very wide and very high to 
accommodate a reasonable amount of cargo. 

Built into the edge of the cargo door is an 
active spoiler (with manual override) that 
automatically extends whenever the Coupe 
exceeds 80 km/h. The wing isn’t just a deco¬ 
rative adornment, as Mini claims it applies 
up to 40 kilograms of downforce.

This sporty two-seater is 
a rolling fashion statement 
that dares to thumb its 
nose at practicality and 
convention. 


It’s a car you would 
wear like an Armani suit or 
Vera Wang dress, which is 
for the label as much as 
the look and definitely not 
for eveiyday use. 

As Minis go, the Coupe 
is the Mini-est. In the mar¬ 
que’s storied 50-year-plus 
histoiy it has never built a 
two-seat model, much less 
a model that shuns the 


squared-off look in favour 
of a rounded roofline. 

Still, the car appears 
eveiy inch a Mini, especial¬ 
ly the lower body that 
looks as if it was lifted 
from the classic-Mini pro¬ 
duction line. 

In fact, the car’s basic 
proportions — length, 
width and distance be¬ 
tween the front and rear 


wheels — are similar to the 
current two-door Mini 
Cooper. 

It likely didn’t make any 
sense to reduce these val¬ 
ues since the Mini is al¬ 
ready mini enough and 
most owners only rarely 
use the rear-seat as a pas¬ 
senger repository. The only 
key value that has shrunk 
is the height, due to the 


Coupe’s less upright wind¬ 
shield. 

Coupe pricing begins at 
about $25,000, which is 
about $1,500 more than a 
base hardtop. But as any 
fashionista knows, you pay 
more for trendy bespoke 
attire than for off-the-rack. 

For the no-boundaries 
adventurous, your Coupe 
carriage awaits.

Common issues 

A “scan” by a Mitsubishi 
trained technician can re¬ 
veal any sensor or comput¬ 
er-related issues, including 
problems with emission 
control sensors and oxygen 
sensors, which could be 
pricey to replace.

When the first snowflakes 
fall on Halifax, many driv¬ 
ers suddenly remember 
they need winter tires and 
slide over to their local 
mechanic to have them in¬ 
stalled. 

Patty Kettles of the Au¬ 
tomotive Industries Associ¬ 
ation of Canada says 
putting winter tires on be¬ 
fore the first snow is a bet¬ 
ter idea. 

“It’s basically a must. 
People think it’s because 
of snow, but it’s actually 
because of temperature,” 
she says. 

She explains that all- 
season tires become hard

!► Test headlights, high 

beams, parking lights, turn 
signals, tail lights and 
brake lights. 

^ Check oil, coolant and 

and lose their gripping 
ability at 7 C, but a winter 
tire is good to -40 C. Even 
if there’s no ice or snow on 
the ground, winter tires 
will give you better control 
over your vehicle. 

Kettles also encourages 
motorists to make sure 
their winter tires still have 
a good tread on them and 
are properly inflated. You 
can buy a pressure gauge 
at most gas stations and 


windshield fluid. 

► Inspect battery for signs of 
corrosion. 

► Gauge tire pressure and 
tread depth (a penny 
should be covered to the 
Queen's head). 

the proper level is noted in 
the manual or in the car’s 
front door frame. 

Kettles says October is a 
smart time to inspect your 
car. Are the windshield 
wipers working? Are any 
lights burnt out? Is the bat¬ 
tery charging system in 
good shape? Some of these 
checks — like the battery 
— may be best handled by 
professionals. 

“Don’t wait until the 


shops are overwhelmed 
with people going in to get 
their tires changed. Book 
an appointment well in ad¬ 
vance,” Kettles says. 

You should also prepare 
your car in case you get 
stuck. 

Last year, a student trav¬ 
elling to New Brunswick 
from Quebec was stranded 
in the snow for three days 


after her GPS led her 
astray. In 2008, 1,500 cars 
were stuck overnight on 
the Cobequid Pass after a 
blizzard. 

Carry a bag of road salt 
or sand in your vehicle to 
help escape from tricky sit¬ 
uations. You should also 
buy or prepare an emer¬ 
gency roadside kit includ¬ 
ing a shovel, ice scraper, 


flares, jumper cables, 
matches, cellphone charg¬ 
er, duct tape and snacks 
like water and granola 
bars. 

A warm blanket or 
sweater could also come in 
handy if you are stuck in 
your car for a while. Make 
sure you have proper cold- 
weather clothes in case 
you have to walk for help.

Emergency car kits 
a year-round must

If people have done their 
preparations correctly, the 
summer emergency kit al¬ 
ready in their vehicle will 
only need a few additions 
to be ready for fall and 
winter. 

The provincial Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation 
and Infrastructure Renew¬ 
al recommends that emer¬ 
gency kits include a 
blanket, flashlight and bat¬ 
teries, matches, extra 
clothing (including gloves 
and hats), food (such as 
chocolate, nuts or dried 
fruit), a garbage bag to pro¬ 
vide a vapour barrier over 
clothing so moisture does¬ 
n’t get in, a flash flag that 
can be tied to a vehicle’s 
aerial, and a deep can to 
hold a candle. 

It would also be a wise 
idea to include an ice 
scraper and brush, but 
most people should al¬ 
ready have that in their ve¬ 
hicle to deal with the 
colder weather.

The good news is that 
because of improvements 
in vehicle manufacturing 
technology, salt isn’t as 
much of a threat to a vehi¬ 
cle’s body as it once was. 

“The average person is 
being protected by the fac¬ 
tory procedures today and 
all the (vehicle) makers do 
this,” says Hutt. “They add 
the protective coatings 
and they put mud flaps on 
the vehicle on certain 
makes and models.” 

However, if these coat¬ 
ings get damaged from 
scratches and dents, the 
protection will be compro¬ 
mised. Hutt says it is possi¬ 
ble to duplicate the factory 
processes so a vehicle re¬ 
tains its protective coat¬ 
ings. 

The underside of a vehi¬ 
cle is also at risk. In Nova 
Scotia, this is made worse 
by the presence of the At¬ 
lantic Ocean and the ac¬ 
companying salty air. 

To protect against salt in 
the wintertime, Hutt says 
washing a vehicle is an op¬ 
tion, but under the right 
circumstances. 

He says it’s crucial to 
wash a vehicle someplace

where one has adequate 
time to rinse the vehicle 
with freshwater, otherwise 
the salt will run through 
the troughs and seams of 
the vehicle and end up in 
an even more inaccessible 
location. 

Hutt’s second condition 
is a warm washing facility 
because it can ensure that 
a vehicle dries completely. 

Because of these re¬ 
quirements, Hutt isn’t a 
fan of drive-thru car wash¬ 
es. “You’re in quick and 
(then you’re) out.”

The dangers of driving in 
the fall are often overshad¬ 
owed by the more obvious 
perils of winter travel, but 
motorists should be alert 
to the seasonal change. 

One of the main prob¬ 


lems is caused by the 
change in the sun. Days 
get shorter and the sun 
casts bright beams into 
many a driver’s eye at rush 
hour. Keep a pair of sun¬ 
glasses handy. 

Turn your headlights on 
so the tail lights are lit to 
increase your visibility. 


The Be Car Care Aware 
Road Safety Foundation 
says Halloween is a night 
of increased risks. 

“Drivers should be pa¬ 
tient and look for children 
darting out from between 
parked cars or rushing in¬ 
to intersections without 
looking,” executive direc¬ 


tor Allan Lamb says. 

A week later, the clocks 
change back an hour with 
the end of daylight time. 
That can add to driver fa¬ 
tigue, as well as darker 
roads in the afternoon. 

“Traffic is heavier be¬ 
cause more people choose 
to drive their cars in colder 


weather. The time change 
affects our ability to focus 
during the drive home 
commute,” Lamb says. 
“Winter clothing tends to 
be dark and not easily seen 
during darker days. Lower 
temperatures and less sun 
make road conditions slip¬ 
pery and wet, forcing driv¬ 


ers to adjust their driving 
after several months of 
driving on dry roads.” 

Add in more frequent 
fog, heavy rain and the oc¬ 
casionally surprise snow¬ 
storm and Lamb says the 
best advice is to slow 
down to give yourself 
more reaction time.
